Agreeably 
indeed to that divine arrangement which is ſketehed 


out to us in God's Word, the Sorrows and Miſeries 
of Life, conſidered as the common Lot of alles as 
our proper inheritance: i are tokens that gll are 
Sinners, and evidences of God's general conc 
tion of Sin; the actual Puniſhment of 5 it is po aer 
for another ſtate of things. Theſe Evils however, 
for Evils in themſelves they certainly are, and great 
ones too, are capable of being turned, as all God's 
Diſpenſations to his creatures are, to the advance- 
ment of our moſt ſubſtantial happineſs. If they con- 
tribute to convince us of our -own- weakneſs and ſin 
fulneſs, they ſo far tend to produce in us that humi- 
| lity of Soul, which is the only temper ſuited- to our 
preſent circumſtances, the only temper with which 
the Bleflings and Graces of the Goſpel can conſiſt. 
If they excite our compaſſion, and raiſe in us a ſym 
pathy and commiſeration for the ſufferings of our 
fellow-creatures ; this is a ſtep towards that Benevo- 
lence which is the bleſſed character of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and which Sin alone hath baniſhed from 
the Earth. The quick emotions of our own hearts 
at the ſight of miſery, ſeem ſtrongly to intimate to 
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ſuch as it is, and return to more uſeful and comfortable 
reflections. We have not, it is true, the ſame power 
of Life and Health that reſided in our great Maſter z 
but ſamething, Ve 8, may be done aching 
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both of Body and Mind, with which God hath fur- 
niſhed us, is indiſpenſably requiſite to the continual 
ſupport of our Lives. The courſe of nature is ſo or- 
dered, that OY and outward: ſatisfaction 
we can enjoy here muſt be the fruit of human in- 
duſtry. By exertions of this kind, directed to a nice
